On page 6, after line 33 of the anmendnent, insert the follow ng:

"NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. (1) The execution of a retainer agreenent
by a provider shall not relieve the provider of its obligations to any
retai ner subscriber for the provision of primary care services, nor of
its responsibility for conpliance wth statutes or regul ations. Al
i ndi vi dual retainer agreenents shall be in witing and available for
revi ew upon request by the conm ssioner.

(2) Each retainer nedicine agreenent shall contain the follow ng
provi sions or variations approved by the conm ssioner:

(a) "{Nanme of provider} hereby agrees that in no event including,
but not limted to, {provider's} insolvency, or breach of this contract
shall {name of provider} bill, charge, collect a deposit from seek
conpensation, renuneration, or reinbursenent from or have any recourse
against a retainer subscriber or person acting on their behalf for
primary care services provided pursuant to this retainer agreenent
other than the retainer fee as authorized by state | aw. "

(b) "{Name of provider} agrees, in the event of its insolvency, to
continue to provide the services promsed in this retainer agreenent to
retai ner subscribers for the duration of the period for which retainer
fees were paid to {nanme of provider}."

(c) "{Nane of provider} further agrees: (i) That the provisions of
(a) and (b) of this subsection shall survive termnation of this
retainer agreenent regardless of the cause giving rise to term nation
and shall be construed to be for the benefit of retainer subscriber
and (ii) that this provision supersedes any oral or witten contrary
agreenent now existing or hereafter entered into between {nanme of
provi der} and retainer subscriber or persons acting on their behal f."

(3) Notwi thstandi ng any other provision of |law, no provider subject
to the jurisdiction of the state of Washington may prohibit directly or
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indirectly its retainer subscribers fromfreely contracting at any tine
to obtain any health care services outside the retainer agreenent on
any ternms or conditions the retainer subscriber chooses.

(4) Every retainer agreenment shall contain procedures for the fair
resolution of disputes arising out of the contract.”

Renunber the remaining sections consecutively and correct any

internal references accordingly.

EFFECT: Requires retainer nedicine agreenents to include hold
harm ess and ot her contracting provisions.
